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LETTER. 


TO  THE  SENATE  AND  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTA- 

TIVES  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  PENNSYL- 
VANIA  : 


Gentlemen  : — In  pursuance  of  the  requirements  of  the  forty-sixth 
section  of  the  act  of  March  30th,  1811,  entitled  “an  act  to  amend 
and  consolidate  the  several  acts  relating  to  the  settlement  of  the  pub¬ 
lic  accounts,  and  the  payment  of  the  public  moneys,”  and  the  first 
section  of  the  supplement  thereto,  passed  April  4,  1831,  I  have  the 
honor  herewith  to  report  a  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  Common¬ 
wealth  for  the  fiscal  year,  commencing  on  the  1st  day  of  December, 
1841,  and  ending  on  the  30th  day  of  November,  1842.  Six  hun¬ 
dred  printed  copies  have  been  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives. 

Schedule  A,  (No.  1  to  31,)  presents  a  general  view  of  the  re¬ 
ceipts,  and  the  sources  from  which  the  moneys  have  been  obtained  : 
And  schedule  B,  (No.  1  to  27,)  of  the  expenditures,  and  the  nature 
of  the  claims  upon  which  payments  have  been  made.  The  appen¬ 
dix  exhibits  a  statement  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  Commonwealth, 
the  unpaid  appropriations,  a  list  of  the  loans,  as  they  severally  stood 
on  the  1st  day  of  December,  1842,  and  a  statement  showing  in  detail 
the  amount  of  claims  entered  on  the  books  of  the  Auditor  General, 
in  pursuance  of  the  Resolution  of  the  7th  of  April,  1842,  relative  to 
the  payment  of  interest  to  Domestic  Creditors.
